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To Our Readers: 

Our intention in this review of Long Island is not to weary 
the reader with details of its discovery and early colonial vi- 
cissitudes, or to furnish an account of its historical associations, 
but to revert to them incidentally, using them as " pen pic- 
tures," which, in connection with descriptions of a rural life, 
replete with invigorating qualities, cannot fail to be of great in- 
terest to the resident as well as the summer tourist. In this 
way we hope to call the attention of the overcrowded me- 
tropolis to the fact that within a few minutes' travel from 
its border, and traversed by the Long Island R. R., lies a vast 
area of country, upon which nature seems to have showered 
her choicest favors; where undulating hills stretching for 
miles with intervening valleys rich in luxuriant pastures ; 
forests and woods abounding in game ; seashore, lake, river 
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and stream alive with fish and wild fowls, villages and ham- 
lets picturesquely grouped on hillside, coast, and clearing, offer 
an unrivalled combination of resources and attractions. 

Situated southeast from New York, Long Island is washed 
on the north by Long Island Sound, and on the south by 
the vast Atlantic Ocean. Its extreme length from Fort Ham- 
ilton, . the most western point, to Montauk, the most eastern, 
is 125 miles. Its greatest breadth is 20 miles, but does not 
average more than 12 miles, and its whole area is nearly 1,500 
square miles. 

On the southwestern extremity of the Island we find Coney 
Island, where Hendrick Hudson, the first white man who set 
foot on its shores, landed in 1609, previous to the discovery of 
Manhattan Island and the river bearing his name. 

At that time Long Island was inhabited by 13 tribes of 
aborigines, each giving it a different name, the most com- 
monly accepted being " Sewanhacka,*' meaning the Island of 
Shells. This name although peculiarly applicable from the 
various kinds of shells with which the shores and bays abound, 
is less distinctively characteristic than the name "Long Island," 
which undoubtedly derived its origin from the elongated form 
of the land. 

Its first settlers were Dutch and English Colonists, who lo- 
cated about the same time ; and the right of possession was long 
a subject of dispute, and finally a bone of contention between 
them. However, in 1664, the English conquered the Dutch and 
Long Island was annexed to New Amsterdam, afterwards 
called New York. During the early, stages of the Revolu- 
tionary war, Long Island in possession of the patriots, was the 
scene of active warfare ; but as its great length of sea coast 
necessitated a large standing force for its defense, Washington 
decided to vacate it in 1776, and it remained in peaceful posses- 
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sion of the British until the conclusion of the war, and the 
recognition of American Independence. 

Its successive history is merely that of all growing and 
thriving communities. Manufacturers of great wealth, appre- 
ciating the advantages offered in water power, &c., have con- 
structed factories, around which have g^own villages, prosperous 
and wealthy. Enterprising capitalists have opened railroads 
which afford ingress to the heart of the island, all over which 
private dwellings and parks of great size and beauty, with 
club houses, hotels, cottages and villas are scattered. The 
climate is mild, the South side receiving continually a 
breeze from the Ocean. Fahrenheit may be forgotten or set 
at defiance, for here we have a temperature without extremes. 
With all these advantages, aided by its close proximity to New 
York can Long Island's ever growing^mportance as a summer 
resort and even permanent residence be a matter of doubt ? 
Already its crowded hotels, and its variety of amusements, suit- 
ing all classes and all inclinations have answered the question. 
By a description of watering places inland and sea shore, we 
propose to aid our readers in their choice of a summer RESORT, 
and point out many of the hitherto unnoticed attractions of 
this beautiful Island. 



THE LONG ISLAND RAILROAD 

Is one of the oldest railroads in the United States, and the i.;, 
present prosperity and wealth of Long Island are largely due 
to the increased facilities for travel and business which it.., 
affords. It was incorporated in the year 1834, and the first 
board of directors met on 17th June, 1835, when the building 
of the road was commenced In 1843 it was finished to Green- 
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port, 94 mflcs from New York. The original idea was to 
fpake it the great thoroughfare between the Eastern States and 
New York, which scheme, however, was abandoned when 
railroads were built along the Connecticut shore, thereby obviat- 
ing the necessity of crossing the Sound. The mails, however, 
have been for some time carried over this route. 

The main line of the road runs from one end of the Island 
to the other, keeping generally a course nearly equidistant from 
the north and south shores. From this main line many branches 
CQi>nect with important points. Thus a system of railways is 
spread over the whole extent of the Island, bringing the 
products of even the most distant farms, gardens and dairies 
within a few hours of the metropolis, [and enabling the 
business man from the city to reach a quiet --retreat in 
the country by a short Snd pleasant ride. This railroad has 
made Long Island convenient, necessary and indispensable to 
New Ydrkers. 

[The Long Island Railroad Company since its organization 
has constructed branches from Mineola to Locust Valley, 
and to Hempstead, a branch from Hicksville to Northport, and 
a branch from Manor to Sag Harbor, and has leased the Smith- 
town & Port Jefferson, New York & Rockaway, & Brooklyn 
Central Railroad.] 

During the year 1876 the Flushing, North Shore & Central 
and the Southern Railroad, with its branches, were also leased 
for a term of years to the Long Island Railroad, and the en- 
tire network of railroads on the island is now being operated 
in unison by one management. 

Our thanks are due to thej several editors of the press on 
Long i^nd, who have kindly given us the benefit of their aid 
and fhfbrmation.

The Depot at the Comer of Flatbush and Atlantic Avenues may be reached 
by the following Ferries and Horse Cars : Fulton Ferry — the Sth Avenue 
Line of the Atlantic Avenue Railroad Company, Flatbush Avenue Cars. 
Wall Street Ferry, and South Ferry— Atlantic Avenue Cars. The Cross- 
town Railroad Company connects with the Long Island Railroad Depot at 
Hunters Point via City Hall to the South Ferry and Redhook.

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The water front of Long Island City is unsurpassed. All 
along its frontage on the East River, now much used by foreign 
shipping, it has deep water, good navigation and dock room 
on Bowery Bay upon the North, and on Newtown Creek upon 
the South. In addition to this an extensive canal or inland 
basin is laid out from Newtown Creek up to Thomson 
Avenue, which will afford most valuable facilities for manufac- 
turing purposes, and the supply of coal, lumber, brick and other 
building materials to the heart of the city . 

The corporation limits include what were formerly known as 
Hunter's Point, Blissville, Dutch Kills, Ravenswood, Astoria 
and Bowery Bay. 

Improvements are being carried forward on a scale commen- 
surate with the growth in population. 

All the streets at Hunter's Point are being raised in g^de, 
sewered, and paved with Belgian pavement. The assessments 
for the work have been very moderate in amount, and the work 
has been done upon a large scale, with great economy and very 
cheaply. The former low level of the streets precluded good 
sewerage and deep cellars, but the streets have been raised 
from three to twelve feet, and a system of sewerage has been 
perfected at least equal to that of any other place. The superi- 
ority of the sewerage system arises from the opportunity of in 
troducing it as an entire system at one time, instead of increas- 
ing. it district by district, and so making it up in many parcels. 

The city is supplied abundantly with excellent water pumped 
by Holly machinery, from an immense well within the corpor- 
ate limits, which yields a million gallons daily. The water is 
distributed in pipes through all the streets and avenues from one 
end of the city to the other, and the cost of the whole water 
and fire service has been only $350,000. 
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Long Island City is the county seat of Queens County. The 
new County Court House of which we give an illustration is 
just finished, in a central locality at the junction of Thomson 
Avenue and Jackson Avenue. 

The intelligent foresight of the late venerated Dr. Eliphalet 
Nott, the former President of Union College, of Schenectady, 
who combined in himself the qualities of a learned divine and 
teacher in the College and of a man of affairs in the outside 
world, induced him to purchase Hunter's Point when it was but 
an outlying rural -district. 

With characteristic liberality, he made a gift to the College 
of his judicious purchase. Since then the trustees of the insti- 
tution have realized fabulous amounts for college purposes from 
the sale of building lots, factory sites and water fronts. 

Many other residents of New York and its vicinity have 
made extensive purchases of real estate in Long Island City, 
when the territory was occupied for market gardens, and before 
the development of its facilities by the establishment of ferries, 
street railways, wharves, docks, etc. Even now there would 
appear to be extraordinary opportunities still open to those in- 
clined for investment or speculation in real estate, when we 
consider that lots 25 x 100 in high eligible locations back of 
Hunter's Point, not three miles from Union square in New 
York, and accessible in forty-five minutes from Wall street by 
first-class ferry boats and street cars, can yet be bought for 
$500 to $600, while those the same distance off in New York ; 
or even in New Jersey, less eligibly situated and less easily 
accessible are marketable at much higher prices. 

Long Island City is the concentrating point upon the East 
river, of all the main avenues of travel from the back districts 
of Long Island to the city of New York. The great arteries of 
travel leading from New York are Thomson avenue, macad- 
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amized, 100 feet wide, leading directly to Newtown, Jamaica and 
the middle and southern roads on Long Island, and Jackson 
avenue, also 100 feet wide, and leading directly to Flushing, 
Whifestone and the northerly roads. 

Long Island City is also the concentrating point upon the 
East river, of the railway system of Long Island. 

The railways, upon reaching the city, pass under the main 
avenues of travel and traffic, and not upon or across their sur- 
face. The bridge system is thorough and substantial, and by 
means of it, rapid transit to tide-water has been secured for 
ever to the railroads through the city. The great Brooklyn 
bridge at the Fulton ferry is being constructed at an expens^ 
of fifteen millions of dollars, and a bridge will soon be con- 
structed from Long Island City to the upper part of New York, 
which will only cost about two millions of dollars, and will be 
invaluable as auxiliaries to travel between the metropolis and 
all Long Island.

An important junction, and the centre of the transportation 
of farming products. Many of the wealthiest farmers on 
Long Island live in this district, the surrounding country 
bearing the evidence of the high cultivation. The Queens 
County Agricultural Association annually hold their fair in 
the extensive grounds provided for the purpose, and at a season 
of the year when the earth yields its choicest crops and fruits. 
The grand display attracts visitors from all parts of the State. 
Rare blooded stock is also admitted, and the contests for 
superiority are very spirited affairs. 



At such a time the Mineola Hotel and the various saloons 
are liberally patronized, but for the traveller Mineola is more 
interesting as the junction for 

HEMPSTEAD (S«ind«) 
on the south, and on the north the 
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Miaeola Co Locust Valley, 
Which extends Northeastward eleven miles to Locust Val- 
ley, and traverses a district rich in varied natural beauties. The 
road is cut through the woods, and rises to the summit of a 
plateau, which slopes gently down to the Sound. Emerging 
from the woods every now and then we see stretching to the 
water s edge rolling hills thickly wooded or nch with luxunant 
pastures and heyond the Sound sparkling in the sunshine

This 
charming village at once captivates the 
visitor by the beauty and sereneness of 
its surroundings, suggesting the lines 
of Wm.Cullen Bryant,— 



After a surfeit of its picturesque, 
which the natural scenery renders unusually attractive, a 
grand and most extensive view will be gained from the top of 
the Harbor Hill Observatory, the highest elevation on Long 
Island, embracing an extended view of the Sound and oppo- 
site shore to the North, Long Island East and West as far 
as the eye can reach, and on the South the vast Atlantic 
Ocean shimmering in the distance. 

There are four hotels — the Roslyn Hotel, Orchard House, 
Mechanics' Hotel and the Mansion House, with accommoda- 
tions for about 250 persons ; terms. $8, $10 and $12 a week. 
A few private families are prepared to take boarders' 
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In addition to the residence of William Cullen Bryant, are 
those of Parke Godwin, Thos. Clapham, ex-Congressman 
Stephen Tabor, Gen. Ward's and many others. 

The churches are Roman Catholic, Episcopal, Dutch Re- 
formed and Methodist. A fine hall, the gift of Mr. Bryant, 
open for concerts, lectures and debates, affords, during the 
long winter evenings, to all classes, both instniction and amuse- 
ment. The Tablet is issued every Friday under the editorship 
of Keeler Bros. 

Fine bathing, sailing and fishing may be had in the harbor, 
and a small fresh-water lake affords excellent trout-fishyig. 

The road from Roslyn Station to the village passes Three 
Ponds ; on the second is a paper mill, where tradition says that 
Washington once made a sheet of paper. At Dr. Bogart's 
house the road branches, and crossing over a bridge to the 
right skirts the bay, and to the left leads to Port Washington 
on the FlusTiing turnpike. The houses of H, W. Eastman and 
George W. Denton stand upon elevated ground above the Bay, 
Across the water we see the residence of William Culien 
Bryant. 

Half a mile from Roslyn we follow the road to the 
north, passing the residence of James R. Willets, John Morrell 
and A, Oiiderdonk. Arriving at Flower Hill, we find attrac- 
tions in a neat little school-house the residence of Mr. Hegemann, 
and the beautiful house of Dr. Van de Vinter, who has built 
extensive greenhouses, and planted over 200 vines. This pro- 
perty possibly may be for sale ; and as some hundreds of acres 
of fine farm lands adjoin it, through which a railroad will 
shortly pass, it is well worthy of the attention of some New 
York gentleman. A little further on is 
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Twenly-sii miles from Long Island Citv. 
Number of trains daily, 6 West. 7 East, 
fate, $0.65; EicursiOQ, $o.Bo. 

AINLY prominent as the station for 
SEA CLIFF. 
Appropriately named from its sit- 
uation. The ground shelves down 
abruptly from the plateau, and the 
houses and streets rise, terrace on 
terrace, until they reach and crown 
the top of the bluff. Around this 
ridge the fresh breeze of the Sound 
is in constant play. Combined with 
this peculiarity, to render the location delightful as a summer 
residence, is the abundant supply of pure water, and the 
lovely cottages, tasteful and comfortable, that are rented at 
very reasonable rates. 

Boating, fishing, sailing and driving can be enjoyed at leisure. 
The Sea Cliff House is excellent in all its appointments and 
capable of accommodating many hundreds of guests, and the 
dining hall at the rear of the hotel will seat comfortably nearly 
1,000 people. It is conducted on the European plan. 

The Sea Cliff Tabernacle, widely known, with a capacity 
for sealing nearly 5.000 people, is taxed to its utmost during 
the summer months. Thousands come here from New York 
and the adjacent country, during camp-meeting time. To ac- 
commodate the vast multitude numerous tents are provided. 

The Sea Cliff Summer Home, for aged and infirm members 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church of New York City, is an 
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imposing structure, and fully answers the benevolent purpose 
for which it was erected. The Sea Cliff Grove and Metropoli- 
tan Camp Ground Association, of New York and Brooklyn, 
own a very large proportion of the Sea Cliff property. 

In all directions builders are engaged in the erection ot 
houses, cottages, etc. - What was once a rough and rugged 
cliff is now a commanding and delightful place of residence. 

One of the pleasantest drives, either along the shore of the 
Sound, or by way of the rolling hills, from Sea Cliff is to 

GLEN COVE. 

Twenty-eight miles from Long Island City. 
Number of trains each way daily, 7. 
Single fare, $0.70 ; Excursion, $0.80. 

The beauty and diversity of its surroundings are almost too 
well known to demand more than a passing comment. Acces- 
sible to New York either by steamboat or railroad, it is scarcely 
equal to the demands made upon it annually. Bathing, fishing 
and sailing in the bay, trout fishing in the upper and lower 
Glen lakes, or quail and woodcock shooting are the principal 
amusements and sports. 

In the many pleasant drives we pass the residences of 
Elias J. Beach, Wright and John Duryea, Francis E. Smith, 
the estate of Captain Russell, Jas. B. Pearsall, Elber Lyster, 
Charles Hall, Charles E. Appleby, F. Coles, F. W. Coles, 
S. M. Titus and S. L. M. Barlow. A drive of two miles 
brings us to Dosoris and in view of the island of that name, 
the residence of Charles A. Dana and Townsend Cox. 

The Glen Cove Starch Factory g^ves employment to several 
hundred workmen, and has a world-wide reputation. 

Messrs. Benhams & Stoutenborough have an extensive fac- 
tory for the manufacture ot tinware and house-furnishing goods. 
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The churches are the Episcopal, Methodist, Presbyterian and 
Roman Catholic. 

The Glen Cove Gazette and the Echo are published here 
every Saturday. 

The Pavilion Hotel offers first-class accommodation during 
the summer Season to about 400 guests, and there are over a 
dozen boarding-houses which can take from six to thirty per- 
sons, including Thos. I. Jackson's, Samuel L. Titus's, Samuel 
Frost's, Willett .Week's, etc. Leaving Glen Cove we arrive at 

LOCUST VALLEY. 

Thirty miles from Long Island City. 
Number of trains each way daily, 7. 
Single fare, $0.75 ; Excursion, $0.80. 

The terpiinus of this branch of the road. Although possess- 
ing no hotel of any importance, the boarding-houses will 
niore than answer the purpose, to those who seek recreation in 
a quiet way, particularly that one kept by Mrs. Fitzhugh Smith 
0^ the Mansion Farm House, where a bountiful table is 
provided ; terms, $10 to $12 per week, according to the size of 
families. Good stabling may be had for those who wish to 
keep their own horses and carriages. The drives in the vicin- 
ity are numerous and romantic, and run along the bay shore or 
through the shady woods and dells, or into the open country. 
Fishing in the bay is another pleasant diversion, as also is trout 
fishing. Locust Valley has stage connection tor Oyster Bay.

WESTBURY

Is the next place reached. Only a few dwelling-houses can 
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be seen from the depot — ^but the appearance of the soil shows 
that it is of a highly productive nature. Much of it is grazing 
ground. The sup^or quality of the milk sent from here is 
an evidence of the richness of the pastures. The early set- 
tlers were Quakers, and the present generation still retain 
the proverbial exclusiveness of their sect. 

HICKSVILLE,

Presents the appearance of a thriving, well-to-do, country 
town, and here the neighboring farmers meet for the transaction 
of their business.

The Smithtown'& Port Jefferson branch leaves the main line 
here and skirting the north shore through to ^ Port Jefferson, 
the most picturesque and romantic section of the island. 
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SYOSSET.

OYSTER BAY,

in its bay, which, sheltered on the north and south by well 
wooded hills and rocky cliffs, and the gentle declivities of 
Centre Island, is much sought after by those who seek beauty 
or amusement in the advantages it offers. 

The Seawanhaka Yacht Club make it their headquarters, and 
are instrumental in adding much to the vitality of the summer 
season, by their regattas, rowing races, &c. 

Excellent rowing boats may be hired by the hour or by the 
day ; also sailing boats for fishing parties and clam bake excur- 
sions to Lloyd's Neck, Jones's Dock, or Central Island. These 
boats are also fitted out specially for the accommodation of 
sportsmen, during the fowling season, for trips to Thimble 
Island, where splendid wild fowl shooting may be had. 
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With such advantages for sailing and fishing, it need scarcely 
be added that the Bathing is unsurpassed, and at various points 
on the shelving sandy beach bathing houses have been erected. 

The drives, are numerous and delightful, as the visitor may 
judge from the glimpses of beautiful scenery he obtains in the 
drive from Syosset or Locust Valley depots to Oyster Bay. 

The Nassau House is at present the only hotel in the village, 
and can accommodate about sixty guests. Board may be 
found at the following houses : R. Valentine, Mrs. Moore, Mrs. 
Gibson, Miss Waters, Mrs. Bayles, and numerous others, who 
who can take one or two families. The churches are Methodist, 
Presbyterian, Roman Catholic, Episcopal — and among the 
handsome residences and country houses are those of James 
Beekman, Edward and Benjamin Swan, John A. Weeks, Wil- 
liam Trotter, Thomas F. Young, Daniel R. Young, William R. 
Webster, and Edward Coles. 

Steamboat communication with New York is opened during 
the summer months. 

WOODBURY, 

Thirty-two miles from Long Island City. 
Number of trains daily, 5 East, 6 West. 
Single fare, $0.85; Excursion, $1.50. 

The station for 

COLD SPRING HARBOR, 

Which a half a century ago promised to be one of the most 
prosperous harbors on the island, but is now surrendered almost 
entirely to summer visitors, who, appreciating the beauty of the 
harbor and the surrounding scenery, throng here annually in 
large numbers. 

Ample facilities are offered by the various hotels and board- 
ing houses — prominent among which is Laurelton Hall — a mag- 
nificently situated hotel, and replete with all the appointments 
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and conveniences of a city house. Nestling at the foot of a 
ridge of hills that extend far into the interior — the town is laid 
out in terraces sloping down to the water's edge — where are 
bathing houses and innumerable small craft for the pleasure and 
convenience of the guests. Across the water, and nearly oppo- 
site, are Glenada Castle and the Forest Lawn Hotel, which 
jointly can accommodate from three hundred to four hundred 
guests. These favorite hotels are always crowded. There are 
also the boarding houses of George Dennison, David Robinson, 
Gilbert James, Mrs. Titus, and William Warren. The North 
Side House and Daniel Abbott's are near Woodbury depot. 

Near the head of the harbor, but almost hidden in the 
abundant foliage, are visible the ruins of once extensive facto- 
ries. Beyond, up the valley, separated from the salt water 
by a dam, are a series of fresh water lakes, which, sparkling in 
the sunshine, with the rich foliage of the woods reflected in 
their apparently unfathomable depths, forms one of the most 
attractive resorts on the island. 

Between the harbor and these lakes are several mineral 
springs, one especially being strongly impregnated with iron, 
which is apparent from 'the discoloration on the surrounding 
stones. It is claimed that the medicinal qualities are so great 
that, after a day's fatigue, one glassful acts as a most invigor- 
ating tonic. 
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HUNTINGTON,

There is also a fine 
library and two halls, the Huntington Assembly Rooms and 
Etiterpean Hall,

Both the Long Island and the Central railroads pass 
through this village, and have been the means of changing it 
from a comparatively wild waste into a thriving settlement. 
On the low range of hills stretching to the north are many 
excellent building sites commanding a fine view of the South 
Bay and ocean. There are three churches, Methodist Episco- 
pal, Protestant Episcopal, and Methodist. A public hall, and 
a large brick-yard employing one hundred men, have been built 
upon the property of the late A. T. Stewart.

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THE UNCULTIVATED LANDS. 

A prejudice has gained credence, that th« immense tract 
of land lying between Farmingdale and Riverhead is unworthy 
of cultivation, and in consequence, uninhabitable. 

Dr. Edgar F. Peck asserted years ago, that this impression 
was an eirroneous one ; and he claimed that not only was the 
country perfectly healthy, but that the land was as good as the 
average land of Long Island. This being contrary to the gen- 
erally received opinion, was ridiculed. The result to-day is this, 
a tract of thousands of acres, upon which can be cultivated all 
varieties of crops, is as wild as the primeval forest, a prey to 
devastating fires. 

The early settlements were all founded upon streams or 
ponds contiguous to either shore of the island. 

This land referred to, in every respect worthy of cultivation, 
lies between the Long Island railroad and a range of hills called 
the backbone, that extend through the Island from west to 
east. This tract, unlike the lands north of the hills is not even 
broken; is free from stones and very easily tilled. 

The utility of these lands for farming purposes has been 
strongly advocated by Colonel Geo. Kay Hubbs, of Central 
Islip, who has expended much time and money, but has never 
successfully removed the prejudice against them ; created — we 
hope — ^ignorantly and unintentionally by the men who have per- 
sistently misrepresented them as useless for agriculture. They 
form an elevated plateau, the northern portion being about a 
hundred feet above tide water. 

A man named Wilson, of Brooklyn, twenty years ago, 
bought five hundred acres of this land and cultivated seventy 
acres at Deer Park, producing as fine crops as anyone could 
desire to see. 

John H. Wise, from Buffalo, about the same time bought 
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a hundred acres or so, two miles south of Lakeland. He 
obtamed forty bushels of rye to the acre, besides a variety 
of other crops. When once the stumps and roots have been 
taken out of the ground, the cost of which would be fifteen to 
thirty dollars an acre, the land may be tilled at about one 
half of the cost of the land in many other parts of the state. 
Some places are more sandy than others, but it is all tillable 
land, of course not as rich as the prairies of the West, but sure 
to repay cultivation. Mr. Lorillard has bought two hundred 
acres of land and, having manured it well, grows splendid 
crops. 

The peculiar soil of yellow loam, mixed with clay, overlaps 
the whole island. An evidence of its tenacity is seen in the 
sun-dried brick made from it, and with which two or three 
houses are built at Central Islip. 

These comments will apply to all lands bordering on this 
line of railroad. 

At Brentwood are situated the residences of E. F. Richard- 
son, nurseryman, and the Messrs. Metcalf and Schott, also the 
residences of Mrs. Phelps and Mrs. Pearsall. 

At Central Islip, Geo. Kay Hubbs, Thos. E. Bridger, Thos. 
Lawrence, Mr. Clifton. There are many others at these sta- 
tions whose names we cannot recall. Thos. Carlton, a public 
spirited man, has built a road through these new lands from 
Central Islip, nearly to Islip, which Mr. W. Nicholls, we under- 
stand, proposes to continue to the southern shore. 

Any person can visit the farms at Central Islip, and the 
pretty village, with its church and school, and judge for him- 
self whether or not these lands are adapted for cultivation. 

At Lakeland, Ira L'Homideau and Jesse C. Young reside. 
Uncle Ira, as he is familiarly termed, keeps a hotel. 

There is a cigar and a pearl button factory near the station. 
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At Holbrook Alexander McCotter has made a settlement. 

At Yaphank W. J. Weeks and James H. Weeks reside. Any 
of these persons will substantiate the statement about this tract 
of country. 

A Bohemian Village exists about a mile and a-half from the 
station of Lakeland. These orderly Bohemians have a tolerable- 
sized farm, which they are extending every year. In the oppo- 
site direction, one mile and a-half, Mr. Weld of the Trinity 
church corporation, has grown loo bushels of com to the acre. 

This new soil, fresh and untouched by the implements ot 
ag^culture, with its primal energy unspent through perfect 
repose — lies side by side with lands worn thin with the constant 
demands of hungry cereals, and the harrows of a century. 
Who can estimate its future capabilities, or calculate the amount 
of profit it will yield to the coming owner of its rich acres ? It 
should be enriched by the use of fertilizers, for the peculiar 
formation of the soil of Long Island, an offspring-^like the 
Queen of Love— from ' the ocean's Joam, will always need 
encouragement. It has its compensations over more richly 
loamed soils, in the mildness of its climate and the length of its 
summers ; and encouragement for industrious tillage — in its near 
vicinity to the largest commercial mart in the land, where a 
profit can always be obtained for marketable crops, however 
abundant. Affirming that it is unsurpassingly healthy, we pre- 
dict, that no sooner will its advantages be fully known during 
the next decade, than it will be densely peopled. There is 
positively no good reason why this wilderness should not " blos- 
som like the rose." 

Let the reader peruse the admirable address of ex-Gov. 
Gen. John A. Dix to the New York Agricultural Society in 
1859, from which we extract the following : 
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" A most extraordinary delusion has prevailed in regard to the pro- 
ductiveness of the Central portion of Long Island — a delusion natural 
enough with those who only know it by description, for one of the his- 
torians of the Island pronounces it ' a vast, barren plain ' with a soil ' so 
thin and gravelly that it cannot be cultivated by any known i>rocess.' 
And yet the surface soil of this whole region, with some inconsiderable 
exceptions, consists of a rich loam, from twenty to thirty inches in depth, 
easily cultivated, and made highly productive without immoderate man- 
uring. Some of the best farms in the southern part of the State have, 
during the last few years, been made in this condemned region. In a 
few places the gravel, with which the surface soil is underlined, crops 
out, but these localities are believed not to exceed ten per cent of the 
whole island." 

It is the natural garden land of the State. The highly pro- 
ductive and fertile character of the soil is evident from the fact 
that forty years ago it was covered with a heavy and valuable 
growth of timber, of pine and oak. The yellow pine measured 
from a foot and a half to two feet in diameter, solid and clear, 
furnishing logs from twenty to forty feet long, and nearly as 
valuable as the Georgia pine. Immense quantities of this tim- 
ber were carried off by the railroad to market in its early 
days, as well as vast quantities of cord wood and charcoal 
made upon the plains. The cultivation of any part of it has 
resulted invariably in a success. It comprises a quarter of a 
million of acres. 

There is no reason why the lonely station that now arrests 
the eye of the stranger by its gloom and blackness, by its 
stunted bushes, scathed and darkened by cruel fires, should not 
assume the beauty of swift culture. It only needs a " clearing 
oflT" so that the sun can, unobstructed, shine upon the soil, to be 
changed by intelligent hands into charming and delightful local- 
ities for residence, and be ranked among the most profitable 
farming lands in the world. We can imagine no plausible 
reaon why the whole section from Deer Park to Riverhead, 
should assume any less beautiful feature than that of one con- 
tinuous villa, 
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Leaving Farmingdale, we next reach 

WEST DEER PARK. 

Thirty-five miles fix>in Long Island City. 
Number of trains each way daily, 3.

A station for the convenience of the producers and nursery- 
men, and a prominent water supply station for the Railroad. 

DEER PARK. 

Thirty-six miles from Long Island City.

In the midst of a productive country, particularly fruit, orna- 
mental trees and shrubbery. 

BRENTWOOD. 

Forty-one miles from Long Island City.

This village, which is regularly laid out in avenues and 
streets, etc., only needs extra inducements onlhe part of its land 
owners to give it prominence as a very desirable spot for set- 
tlers, whether agriculturalists, nurserymen, or mechanics. Sev- 
eral nurseries and similar enterprises have been established, 
with most encouraging results, as the soil is fertile and pro- 
ductive. It is only three miles from the Atlantic Ocean on the 
south, and six miles from Smithtown Bay, on the sound, on 
the north. Beautiful trees and hedges border the streets, which 
are level and in excellent condition. The town has long been 
settled, and is laid out with perfect regularity in one acre lots, 
each of which is enclosed by ornamental hedges. Of all the resi- 
rcsidences the most beautiful one is that occupied by Mrs. Robert 
W, Pearsall, on land a hundred feet above the level of the sea^

Thus, persons spending th.e summer at any point on 
Long Island can have a morning paper at breakfast 
time. This train will take passengers for Jamaica, 
West Deer Park, Lakeland, Medford, Yaphank, 
Manor, Riverhead, •Jamesport, Mattituck, Southold, 
Greenport, and all the Stations on Sag Harbor Branch 
excepting Speonk, Atlanticville and Watermills. Re- 
turning, it leaves Greenport at 7 P. M. 
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This, one of the finest residences on the Island, is re- 
puted to have cost $100,000. It stands in the centre of spa- 
cious grounds, which were laid out by Olmstead & Vaux,

LAKE RONKONKOMA. 

From the earliest discovery of the island an enthusiastic ad- 
miration for Lake Ronkonkoma has seized the soul of the 
tourist. In The History of Long Island, by Benj, Thompson, 
published in 1843, vol. i, page 448, we read as follows : 

" Ronkonkoma (Rockoncomuch), commonly called the great pond, is 
** located in the northeast corner of Islip, portions of which are within 
" the limits of Brookhaven and Smithtown. It may, with much propriety, 
*' be denominated the ' Forest Lake,* as well in regard to its situation as 
' • its magnitude. Its position is nearly the geographical centre of the 
' ' island, being about equidistant from the Sound and ocean, and from . 
" Sandy Hook to Montauk Point. It is certainly one of the most remark- 
* ' able features in the topography of Long Island, the first discovery of 
" which excites in the stranger equal surprise, admiration and delight. 
" The extension of the Long Island railroad will, in a short time, allow 
" travelers to pass it, and thousands will be induced to visit it who 
• ' scarcely know of the existence of so great a curiosity in the very heart 
•' of the island. It is difl&cult to conceive of an object more gratifying 
" to the admirer of nature, or the lover of natural scenery, than is here 
" presented to the view. Situated in the midst of an extensive forest, the 
" first sight of its placid and silvery surface treates astonishment and 
•• rapture in the beholder." 

Pear-shaped in form, its long stretch of blue waters covers 
a surface area ol about 460 acres, the transparent depths and 
crystal waves suggesting many a dream of poesy. 

The waters are as sweet and pure as ever touched a human lip, 
and lie embosomed in an amphitheatre of wooded hills, framed 
in a pebbly beach of beautiful white sand. The Indian name 
of Ronkonkoma anglicised is literally Sand Pond. Three miles 
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in circumference it is distant from the Lalceland Station, one 
mile due north, and when last surveyed it was 54. feet 6 incites 
above the surface of Long Island Sound. Its greatest depth, 
a little to the south-east of its centre, is 83 feet, carrying' this 
part 50 feet below the level of the sea. 

For these figures we are indebted to the courtesy of Dr. 
Edgar F. Peck of Brooklyn, who made the pioneer settlement 
at Lakeland. 

In different years it has a variation in height of 5 feet. Some 
of the residents profess to have observed this variation as occur- 
ring r^fularly, during a period of seven years interval. 




We arc inclmed, however, to attribute it to the seventy or 
mildness of the seasons. 

The water flows down over the frozen ground and fills the 
lake during a hard winter. As there is no outlet, i( can escape 
only by evaporation and percolation, taking a long lime to 
reach its normal level. 
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There is a tradition extant, that a sublerranean outlet under 
the hills leads to Snedecors' or Conoetquot Brook, one and u 
half miles distant. A story is also told about the body of uti 
Indian that was drowned in the lake, having been discovered 
in the brook. The volume of water in the stream referred to, 
gives a coloring to this theory in the minds of some, but there 
is no foundation in (act to support it. 

Near the lake are found quail, partridges, rabbits, foxed, i(|ulr- 
reb, rackoons and a few deer. The latter have been terribly 
slaughtered of late years and nearly exterminated. Ny iMwIlun 
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and its alluvial formations to the geoiogist. The beautiful 
streams excite the admiratiou of the angler. 

Our illustrations have of necessity been made before spring 
had recovered from the chilly blasts of winter, and again put 
forth its foliage. The melody of winged-minstrels, now lends 
gaiety to every grove. 

To attempt a detailed description of the variety of birds that 
frequent Long Island and this lake, its geographical centre 
would be tedious. We will merely mention that there are 60 
varieties of ducks, 18 snipe, 19 hawks, 15 plovers, 9 woodpeckers, 
15 finches, 7 curlews, 10 thrushes, 11 buntings, i3 gulls, 
7 herons, the regular woodcock and one species of Ihe hum- 
ming-bird, the ruby-throated. 
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Every inch of ground around the lake is solid. There is a lily 
pond at the north end, but no marsh from which miasma can 
rise, no malaria to contaminate the air and no mosquitoes. 
Not a particle of mud is to be seen anywhere. It is a beautiful 
lake, almost unknown, within fifty miles of the city. 
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Wc will venture to say that not one in fifty thousand who scan 
this page, will have previously known of its existence. 

A more healthy and delightful resort for families during the 
summer season is not imaginable. Here chills and fever are 
never heard of. It is a charming place for children. Exten- 
sive grounds surround the well kept hotel, in which they can 
play about without any kind of danger. 

Guests are provided with accommodation at the summer 
hotel and boarding-houses adjacent. There is a school, and 
there are eight churches of different denominations, within 
seven square miles. 

The lake abounds in delicious fish — perch, bass, salmon, trout, 
catfish, white fish, etc. On warm days fishing and pleasure 
craft are noticeable floating on the summer tide. 

There is a subtle charm, a fascination in this wood-haunted 
lake difficult of description. Its balmy air, crisp and cool, in- 
duce an exhilaration of soul and glow of health, that acts as a 
stimulant and tonic, too. The sylvan retreats, the woody re- 
cesses, the forest depths, foster and intensify this physical ad- 
vantage, and snare the soul in a sweet repose highly essential 
to its healthy development. 

The eye of the artist is charmed with the picturesque com- 
binations, that start along the woodland shores like a panorama 
of beauty, ever changeful, of which our pen or pencil can give 
but a feeble idea. 

The tout ensemble of lake and woods is enchanting. 

This lovely locality is thrown opoo to city residents, and now 
rendered easily accessible by railroad accommodation. 

The climate, we really believe, is -one of the most desirable 
for summer that can be found in this latitude, as it is always 
fanned by the cooling breezes from the ocean. Th«re are

R Manorville, is situated near the head 
of the Peconic River, that takes its 
source from the numerous httle lakes 
abounding in the vicinity. Extend- 
ing for four miles over a tract of fertil* - 
land, the village presents a scattered 
appearance ; the neighboring pine woods 
give refreshing relief to what wpuld 
be otherwise monotonous flatness. The 
cuttinf and sale ot cordwood is one 
of the leading occupations of the in- 
habitants. Excellent pickerel and perch fishing may be had in 
surrounding lakes. The Manorville Hotel is filled every 
season.

RIVERHEAD. 

Seventy-lhree miles from Long Island City, Telegraph and Post Office.

- The county seat of Suffolk County, and situated on the Pe- 
conic River, within a short distance of the bay of that name. 
Its importance as a town of comparatively modem date cannot 
be too highly estimated, and on market days the bustling ac- 
tivity of the streets gives it a business air, the people for 
many miles around being attracted hither to make their 
weekly purchases. 
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Its numerous "hotels are almost in advance of its local busi- 
ness, but at certain seasons of the year are inadequate to meet 
the demands made upon them. Among the largest and best 
are the Griffith House, the Suffolk Hotel and the Long Island 
• Hotel, besides numerous boarding-houses, kept by Mr. Swezy, 
Mrs. Vail, etc. The manufacturing interest is well represented 
by the grist, planing, and moulding mills of Mr. Charles 
Ilallett, an extensive establishment, and also the paper mill 
of Twizey Bros. 

The woollen factory of Mr, f erkins is engaged in the manu- 
facture of yams and flannels. The Riverkead Weekly^ W. R. 
Duvall, editor, is published here, and has a.large circulation. 

The fair grounds of the Suffolk County Agricultural Society 
lie in the northwestern part of the village and near to the depot, 
bringing together annually a large gathering of people.. 

Under the judicious management of the Society the fair has 
been made very attractive/ both for exhibitors and visitors, and 
has amply reimbursed the people of Riverhead for their enter- 
prise in the purchase of the grounds. 

The churches are Methodist, Episcopal, Congregational, 
Presbyterian, Roman Catholic and Swedenborgian. 

To those who prefer a more bracing air to the milder climate 
of Riverhead, commodious stages connect with all trains for

This venerable town is the oldest on the east end of Long 
Island, We find, in corroboration of its antiquity, the house 
which was built by its first settlers in i64o,.stiH in an inhabita- 
ble state of preservation. • 

Built principally upon one large wide street, pleasantly 
■shaded on each side by rows of stately trees and fanned tm the 
northwest by the breeies of the Sound, and of the Peconic Bay 
on the southeast, it is one of the favorite resorts on this end 
of the Island. 
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Jiidd's Hotel will accommodate about sixty, but the board- 
ing-houses, of which there are about thirty, are always tested 
to their utmost capacity. The guests find plenty of amuse- 
ment in fishing and sailing, the waters of Peconic Bay ofieiing 
ample facilities for each. The charming scenery in the vicinity 
and the good roads render the drives both attractive and en-

^ OUNDED on the south by Green- 
port Harbor, east by Sterling 
Creek, and North by the Long 
Island Sound. The situation of 
the village, thus almost sur- 
rounded by water, renders it veiy 
attractive 10 the summer tourist 
and sportsman, who can find 
good fishing grounds for all 
kinds of salt-water fish, and ex- 
cellent row-boats or yachts, as 
he may elect. Goose and duck 
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shooting may be had at the proper season. The shores 
of the bay near the village are sandy beaches, and make veiy 
desirable bathing grounds.- Green[ioit is a comparatively mod- 
em town, and fonncHy its principal industry was the whale 
fishing interest. This was abandoned about ao years ago, and 
now the inhabitants devote themselves principally to ship- 
building, the Menhaden fisheries and manufacture of oil and 
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guano. The shipping interest of Greenport is large, and it 
possesses one of t^ finest harbors in the world, which is com- 
pletely land-locked, afid in which the largest vessels afloat can 
find anchorage, or He at the Main street wharf. There is stage 
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or ferry connection between Greenport and Shelter Island, Sag 
Harbor, East Marion, Orient and with Connecticut to Saybrook 
and New London. 

The roads in the neighborhood are excellent and the drives 
pleasant, particularly the dbc to Orient, a long stretch of road 
lying on a narrow isthmas between Long Island Sound and 
Peconic Bay. 

Greenport publishes three new5paper3« the Republican, 
Watchman and the Suffjlk Tzm^j, -all pC which enjoy a 
large circulation ;> it also possesses a bailee anid an efficient fire 
department. The hotels are the I^econic Hotel, accommodat- 
ing 175 ; Wyandank; 75 r the Burr Hdase, 50; Wills's House, 
100; and the Clark House, 100. The' boarding accommoda- 
tion is increasing every year. The Booth House takes 200 
boarders ; Mrs. Rowe, loo ; the Hempstead House, 75 ; Mr. 
Thompson, 60 ; Mrs, Ashbey, 35, and many others from 12 
upwards. There are several handsome ^mmer residences, 
owned principally by New Yorkers artd Bostonians, among 
which are those of Jno. A. Monsell, D. G. Floyd, G. S.

What greater" inducements could be offered to the tourist 
than those which we' have enumerated as among the attractions 
of Greenport ? Every species of aquatic sport ; a village of 
considerable size and importance, possessing all the necessities 
for comfort, excellent roads, and easy of access by land or 
water to neighboring places of interest and fame ; a visit here 
will certainly induce a long sojourn and amply repay the sum- 
nfier tourist. For years Cincinnati, St. Louis, Chicago and 
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many other Western cities have sent hundreds of visitors to 
Greenport, who, wishing a seaside residence, find here what 
they seek. 

ORIENT. 

The village of Orient occupies the peninsula five miles long 
and from two to three miles wide, that forms the extremity 
of the north branch of the island. 

The surface of the peninsula is generally rolling and is under 
excellent cultivation, producing thous|mds of bushels of agri- 
cultural produce which is shipped to New York and other 
points. 

Another*hMluBtry is fishing, this gives employment to a large 
number of persons, and Orient is considered about the heaviest 
shipping d^ot oq the island, sending weekly from fifteen to 
fifty tons of fish to the New York market. On Orient Point, 
the eastern, extremity of the peninsula, b an excellent hotel, 
the Orient Point House. It is delightfully situated, with unsur- 
passed attractions, and is yearly visited by hundreds. There 
are also twa boarding-houses which take each thirty guests. 
The Methodistit and Congregationalists have each erected a 
church, and the)^ are two public schools. 

About a lihAe east of Orient Point and crossing the sheet of 
water known as Plumgut, we find Plum Island. This is the 
resort of nian|r sportsmen who during the season pitch their 
tents here, ffltA indulge ad libitum in fresh air and aquatic 
sports.

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SHELTER ISLAND. 
Telegraph and Post Office ; 700 inhabitants ; during the lumner, 2,003 

ITUATED between the penin- 
sulas which rorm the east end of 
Long Island it is about four 
miles wide, the distance from 
Greenport on the north, to the 
shores of the island is one mile, 
from Sag Harbor on the south, 
four miles. To the east we 
find Gardner's Island. Thus, 
on all sides Shelter Island is 
comparaiively exempt from the 
high winds and sudden and 
severe storms experienced at places situated directly on the 
ocean. The shores of the island are very irregular. Upon 
all sides bold rugged clUfi and headlands project into the 
water, and creeks and- inlets penetrate far into the inte- 
rior. The Surface is shelly and rolling, some portions rising 
to cDnsiderable elevation. The whole of the island presents the 
most chanaiiijr variety of hill and dale, groves, bays and creeks 
to be found along the entire length of Long Island. Gardner's 
Bay on the east and Pcconic Bay on the west, both aSbrd excel- 
lent opportunities for yachting. The waters are sufficiently 
deep to give anchorage to large slied vessels, and are a favorite 
rendezvous for various yachting clubs. The air is pure, tonic 
and bracing—and whilst protected from the rough blasts of the 
ocean has sufficient of the healing and strengthening qualities 
of the sea. The bays afford good fishing 1 the principal fish 
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CfUght.qre bass, blue, black and flat fish, A beauUfijI sandy 
bjocl), with sloping bottom, surrounds ihe island, and offers 
apnirpassed facilities Tor bathing, healthful and free from dan- 
gsn. The toa^s are good, and all of the drives are channing- 
TJ^ Shelter Island Camp Meeting Association own a property 
of.ovqr 3t» acres, situated directly opposite Greenport, which 
Is known as Prospect, an appropriate name on account of the 
extensive view it afTords. The ground slopes gradually from 
the beach to a height of over 200 feet, upon which an obsen'a- 
toiy has been erected. From it a magnificent view is obtained, 
embracing Greenport and Orient, Long Island Sound for a dis- 
tance of fifty miles, with its myriads of vessels passing daily, 
Gardner's Bay and Island. Montauk Point and the ocean on 
Ihe east ; Sag Harbor and the ocean south, and Long Island 
Sound, and the shore of Connecticut again to the west for from 
twenty to ihirTy miles. 

The association has erected one hotel and a large number of 
cottages, some of which can be rented furnished. This scheme 
has proved highly successful, and yearly thousands of members 
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of the association visit the island. A little to the northwest is 
situated the Manhansett House, a beautiful structure occupying^ 
a most delightful site. Under the able management of Mr. Gould 
it offers facilities for comfort and amusement unrivalled by any 
other summer hotel in America. The hotel is two hundred 
feet long, with a wing of equal length, and is four stories high. 
There are three towers on the front, one of which is ,one 
hundred and ninety feetin height. Although the Manhansett 
House almost monopolises the visitors^ a few boarders can 
be accommodated in the interior at Mrs. Waltci's, Mn Board- 
man's and others. There is a stage and ferry connecting with 
Greenport and Sag Harbor, also telegraphic communication 
at both the Prospect and Manhansett Houses. Thus we 
find on Shelter Island, isolated as it is by its geographical 
situation, all that nature and art combined can offer foi* com- 
fort and enjoyment, and undoubtedly nowhere could be foand 
greater inducements for the pleasure seeker or those who 
desire to enjoy the health-restoring influence of a seaside 
residence. There are three churches ; Presbyterian, Episcopal

the North Shore Railroad, Great 
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Neck, or Brookdale, also reached by steamboat, lies con- 
cealed almost from the tourist by the rich foliage of the 
overhanging trees. There are few places that would strike 
a man desirous of building a home - as favorably as this 
charming spot, and it is a wonder that, in its proximity to 
New York, it has remained comparatively n^lected. That it 
is not to remain so loi^ is proved by the numerous inquiries 
about the price of the surrounding property, and the many 
dwellings erected during the past few years. This promontory, 
or great neck of land juts out into the Sound for a distance of 
about two miles, and has a supierb water front on two sides, 
on which are located many handsome residences, the homes 
principally of gentlemen engaged in business in New York. 
Among the more conspicuous are those of Jos. B. Hill, Jos. B. 
Spinney, Warren Ewen, Benj. Hicks, W. R. Grace, Jas. E. 
Ward, R. G. Mitoh^ll, Geo. E. Morgan, Gen. Skidmore, Elias 
Ponvert, Senator Jno. A, King, Chas. W. Rogers, T. H. Mes- 
senger and G. H. Recknagel. There is an Episcopal, Methodist, 
Presbyterian, Dutch Reformed and Roman Catholic church. 
At a distance of about a mile from the depot is a sheet of 
water commonly known as Success Pond, situated on the top 
of a hill, and remarkable as having no apparent outlet or inlet 
and a depth of over 100 feet. Viewed from the summit of 
the hill, the beauty of the surrounding scenery, the shady 
groves, the boating and pickerel fishing find many admirers 
during the summer months, and it is to be regretted that some 
enterprising capitalist has not yet invested in a hotel here.

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It has five churches, the Episcopal, Presbyterian, Roman* 
Catholic, Methddist and colored Methodist The royal grant 
and charter of the Episcopal church property, dated 1735, men- 
tioned in the ecclesiastical laws of New York by Murray Koff- 
man is still in excellent preservation, notwithstanding the 
transitions of the revolutionary war. As an example of old 
English Charters this is a most interesting document, and has 
served as a standard by which other charters in this country 
have been* compared. 

In the archives of this church, St. Georges, of which the Rev. 
D. W. H. Moore is rector, there is also a registry of baptisms 
and marriages commencing in 1725. There are not probably 
half a dozen of such ancient records in America. A silver 
communion service presented by Queen Anne in 1706, an alms 
basin presented by a merchant, John Marsh, in 1735, and a 
silver plate the gift of Captain Pintard of the British Army in 
1791, are in the keeping of the rector. 

The Methodist Church, presided over by the Rev. Charles E. 
Glover, numbers a congregation of 400, and the Sunday School 
will rank with any of the city churches. 

About three miles from Hempstead, is the farm of Mr. P. C. 
Bamum, the largest in Queens county, comprising 1,200 acres. 
The residence is a palatial structure, situated upon an emi- 
nence, and surrounded by beautiful gardens. 

The houses and sheds for stock, and the storage of produce, 
form in themselves a small village.

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BARNUM'S ISLAND. 

This at present famous little island is situated in Hempstead 
Bay. It is about three miles south of Rockville Centre, and was 
formerly known as Hog Island. A few years ago, perhaps six or 
^ seven, when the island contained but three small dwellings, a 
gentleman residing on the Hudson examined the spot with the 
view of transforming it into a watering place for summer 
boarders, where boating, fishing, etc., could be fully jcnjoyed. 
The idea was excellent, but from want of sufficient capital to 
erect hotels or to improve the place the project fell through. 
The island was destined for a better purpose. 

Queens County, Long Island, had been in the habit of letting 
out its poor once a year to the lowest bidder — a bad plan for 
the poor, whatever might be the result for the contractors. It 
is needless to add that they were uncomfortably kept, and in 
time came under the observation of the Charities Aid Society 
of Queens County. The ladies of this association, as in many 
other places, notably New York city, vvhose duty it was to look 
after the jails and the poor-houses, seeing the unchristian and 
wretched manner in which the paupers were cared for, con- 
ceived the idea that they might establish a farm, where occu- 
pation by work could be given to the poor, and thus build up 
a place where their moral and physical wants could be better 
cared for. 

Mrs. P. C. Barnum, of Hempstead, was one of the ladies in 
the good work, ready to give any amount of time and labof to 
any cause in which she engaged. Hog Island was fixed upon 
as the best spot for carrying out the work proposed, and was 
by general desire re-named Bamum's Island in honor of Mrs. 
Bamum. . , 

It contained about loo acres of high and dry land* and over 
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i,ooo capable of being improved and rendered very valuable for 
agriculture by dykeing, a process much used for all marsh lands, 
and extensively and successfully made available in Holland, as 
all the world knows. 

Mrs. Bamum and her co-workers in kindly deeds, were im- 
pressed with the fitness of this island for the purpose proposed, 
and decided to purchase it from its proprietors, who agreed upon 
certain conditions, to convey the property to Queens County 
when called upon to do so. Strange as it may seem, this plan 
met with some local opposition for a time. In order to secure 
the island, Mrs. Bamum made arrangements by which it was 
eventually transferred to the board of supervisors of Queens 
County. 

The residents of the vicinity naturally preferred that the 
island should be made into a Rockaway or a Fire Island, rather 
than a farm for paupers. Due consideration had to be given to 
this opposition. 

The island only cost about $i 5,000. 

To show how desirable a piece of property it is, we may state, 
that before the county agreed to take it, a company which in- 
tended to make it a place for sportmg, with shooting galleries, 
hotels, etc., actually offered to purchase it for $50,000. The 
island, however, became the property of the County. 

The farm for the poor was commenced forthwith. Although 
an island, it is not cut off from the main land, a draw-bridge 
connects it with a carriage road built across the marshes. This 
work was accomplished about four or five years ago. Being 
thus practically isolated, there is no chance for pilferers, or en- 
croachments from the island, as would be the case were the farm 
buildings on the main land. 

Thus far, the poor taken care of on Bamum 's Island have 
numbered four hundred during the winter, and about one hun-* 
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dred and fifty during the summer. A work-house should be 
built upon it adequate to the requirements of the place, and the 
reclaimable land should be dyked in. The necessary outlay, say 
$30,ocx), may appear large when viewed by itself, and apart from 
the advantages both moral and financial, to be gained thereby. 
We think the County will see these most desirable improve- 
ments accomplished, as much for their own interest, as for that 
of the unfortunate paupers. This combination of farm and 
work-houses will eventually be rendered entirely self-supporting. 

BALDWINS. 

Twenty-two miles from L. I. City, 1,500 inhabitants, Post Office. 
Number of trains daily, 6 West, 8 East.

Now we approach a more thickly wooded section of the 
country. Baldwins is situated on the outskirts of these woods, 
conveying to the traveller a delightful idea of " rural life," 
with its numerous streams and ponds filled with trout ; 
pleasant drives and walks within a short distance of bay and 
ocean. It takes its name from Francis B. Baldwin, Esq., 
whose vast estate covers many acres, and whose mansion and 
grounds are conspicuous among the objects of interest in the 
neighborhood. Several large houses and pretty villas have 
been built recently, and no doubt the number will be increased 
as the village becomes more widely known. The Baldwins 
House will accommodate about 50 persons and is a popular 
hotel. Among the churches are the Episcopal and Methodist. 

FREEPORT, 

Twenty-three miles from L. I. City, 2,500 inhabitants, Tele, and P. O. 

Number of trains each way daily, 8. 
Single fare, $0.60 ; Excursion, $1.10. 

Is generally admitted to ship more oysters, familiar to the 
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lovers of these luscious bivalves as Rockaways, than any other 
place along the line. It is much frequented during the sum- 
mer, and the Walton House, New Inlet Hotel and Mrs. 
Smith's Boarding House are always filled to their utmost 
capacity. The Freeport House, a large and handsome 
building near the dejppt will be opened for the first time this 
season as a hotel, it having been occupied heretofore as a 
private residence. Messrs. G. W. Bergen, Samuel S. Carman, 
Carman Cornelius and Wesley Pine have handsome residences 
here. In the village is a Methodist and a Presbyterian church. 

MERRICK. 

Twenty-five miles from L. I. City, Post 0£&ce. 
Number of trains daily, West 6, East 8. 
Single fare, $0.65 ; Excursion, $1.20. 

Within one mile of the depot are situated the Long Island 
Camp Meeting Grounds, largely patronized during the summer 
by Methodists, and upon which numerous cottages have been 
erected. This large tract of land, thickly wooded, affords 
abundant and delightful shade, and the locality is admirably 
suited to the purpose for which it has been selected. 

Near to the camping ground is the extensive model farm of 
P. C. Barnum, Esq., whose superb stock, rich pastures and 
abundant dairy products, fully exemplify to what a point of 
cultivation Long Island farms can be brought. 

Merrick is an old farming neighborhood, one of the wealthiest 
on the south side of the Island. Chas. Fox, the ex-President 
of the South Side Railroad has a summer seat at Merrick. 
Sportsmen are attracted here by the trout streams, one of the 
best being the Cedar Swamp. It seems extraordinary that 
these streams have not been utilized for the cultivation of cran- 
berries. .In five years all the cost would have been paid, and 
they would commence to yield a handsome profit.

As a settlement it is quite as aged as the metropolis itself, and 
was named from John Jacob Astor. Among places in the 
vicinity it has enjoyed a sort of harmless Rip Van Winkle re- 
putation — too phlegmatic to engage with enthusiasm ih any 
business enterprises, and too well satisfied with its own charms 
to advocate innovation or improvement. It has of late become 
reputable as a pleasant suburb of the great city for residence, 
being accessible to New York by steamboat and ferry com- 
munication every half hour. It is and has been a favorite sum- 
mer home for wealthy New Yorkers. Its beauty culminates 
during the summer. The country lanes are cheerful and 
pretty. The drives along the shore very lovely, fringed on one 
side by handsome villas, on the other by the changeful, beau- 
tiful East River, its islands: castled with picturesque govern- 
ment buildings, its tidal waters covered with the commerce of 
the world, with sailing craft and steamers of every description. 
The water view is grand, with New York, the great heart of 
the New World, lying in nfkjesty on the opposite shore.
